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Early M osquito Control 
Aids Fight Against SLE

However, the problems of mosquito 
control are as varied as the species of 
the insert, according to Pickaway 
County 
H ealth 
D epartm ent 
en ­ 
vironm entalist Bob Kramer. 
And th ese problem s com pound 
enormously once the mosquito reaches 
its adult age. 
There are about 52 different species 
of mosquitoes in the state, and about 
half that num ber have been identified 
in the county by K ram er Only one 
specie, the Culex pipiens. carries and 
transm its to hum ans the St. louis 
variety of encephalitis, 
St 
lo u is Encephalitis is an a r­ 
thropod-borne 
viral 
disease 
which 
affects the central nervous system 
Symptoms include high tem perature, 
stupor, disorientation, coma, trem ors, 
and convulsions 
Birds are considered to be the main 
reservoir of S ID virus, he said, par­ 
ticularly house sparrows, bouse fin­ 
ches, and domestic pigeons 
Small birds and nestlings develop a 
high level of virus infection for a few 
days during which tim es mosquitoes 
can becom e infected. The basic 
transm ission cycle from bird to bird is 
m aintained by mosquitoes with human 
cases considered as accidental and 
dead-end 
hosts. 
Humans can 
not 
transm it the SIJ*'- virus. 
Mosquitoes in the Culex pipiens 
complex lay their eggs in clusters of 
from 50 to 400 eggs Hatching occurs 
within a day or two in warm weather, 
and from eight to IO days are required 
for completion of the larval and pupal 
stages 
Although the mosquitoes over-winter 
in the adult stage, breeding continues 
throughout the w arm er months of the 
year Eggs m ay rem ain for years until 
conditions are right for completion of 
the cycle. 
Perhaps the best, and easiest way, to 
insure against an outbreak of SIJ*- is 
individual control of the Culex pipiens 
complex, K ram er says. 
IToperty owners and communities 
can affect such controls, he said, by 
wiping out 
breeding areas 
Culex 
pipiens 
breed 
prolifically 
in 
rain 
barrels, tanks, tm cans, storm sewers, 
catch basins, cesspools, and effluent 
drains. 
Simple clean-up of such stagnant 
water containers 
will 
control 
Uh* 
specie, K ram er said, because they 
only have a flight range of about one 
mile. 
The Culex specie begins breeding rn 
May, and about IO days is required to 
complete their adult cycle. 
Ohio Health Departm ent officials 
and local health departm ent personnel 
have already begun survey work in an 
attem pt to judge the Culex pipiens 
population 
State officials are also 
catch in g b irds to d eterm ine the 
quantity of SIJ*- virus. 
The local health departm ent will 
become more involved this year in 
m osquito su rv ey in g and control, 
K ram er said. I-ast year, the Pickaway 
County Health D epartm ent initiated a 
surveillance program for mosquitoes 
rn selected areas of the county. 
That program , operated by K ram er, 
includes 
the 
collection 
and 
iden­ 
tification of mosquitoes to determine 
problem areas which might exist 
Technical assistance was and will be 
provided to resid e n ts and local 
governm ent le ad e rs in m osquito 
control 
K ram er visits selected areas in the 
county to take sam ples of mosquitoes 
in their larval stage from stagnant 
w ater supplies The mosquito sam ples 
are allowed to develop in screened 
containers. 
K ram er then identifies 
them and m arks their location. 
However, he stresses elimination of 
breeding sites rather than more costly 
chemical control of mosquitoes

Washington Monument to the Capitol 
where a rally will be staged on the west 
steps, is being sponsored by a louis­ 
ville. Ky. antibusing group 
But a spokesman for that group 
Union l-atior Against Busing 
said 
Friday night that mem bers of an­ 
tibusing groups in as many as 20 other 
states are also participating. 
The demonstration is aimed 
at 
persuading Congress to pass laws to 
ban the us** of forced busing to achieve 
school desegregation, but the rally is 
more likely to ta* seen by thousands of 
Bicentennial tourists than by members 
of Congress who are still on their 
F aster vacation 
The demonstration comes a day 
after a crowd estim ated at 100,000 
marched through Boston streets to 
protest a week-long spree of racial 


beatings and stoning* 
Both Boston anc! louisville hove 
been tom by racial tension since court 
ordered school desegregation plans 
requiring extensive cross-busing were 
put in force last fall 
The UL AB, the largest of a nullifier 
of louisville antibusing groups, staged 
a sim ilar protest in Washington last 
October, drawing about 8,000 persons 
Jac k Shore, president of the group 
and chief organizer for today’s m arch. 
said 
this 
demonstration is 
better 
organized than the first 
Ile said it has been three or four 
months in planning, while “last tim e 
we only planned three weeks ahead of 
time " 
There have been numerous an­ 
tibusing protests and m arches 
in 
louisville since a federal judge* o r­ 
dered 
into 
effect 
a 
busing 
plan 
req u irin g 
the 
tra n sp o rtatio n 
of 
students between schools in louisville 
and surrounding Jeffers**! County. 
The integration plan required some 
20,0011 of the school system 's 120,000 
pupils to be bused. When schools 


opened under the plan, violence 
erupted and hundreds of (arsons were 
arrested and senores injured 


Shore said the Washington rally was 
planned because "we've lieen told by 
the politicians at the total level that 
there

anything they

He said it is therefore now up to 
Congress to art 
Congressional hearings have tieen 
field within the past year cm a variety

Just how much damage has ab­ 
normal tem peratures from 
late 
February to the middle of April 
delivered to Ohio’s fruit crops? 
Early estimates indicate there is 
more severe damage in southern and 
central Ohio orchards, says Elden 
Slang, Extension Horticulturist at The 
Ohio State University. This is par­ 
ticularly true of Red Delicious apples 
and peaches, he says. Preliminary 
reports in other apple varieties range 
from 80 to 90 per cent bud losses in 
Stay man Winesop to 40 to 60 per cent 
losses in Golden 
Delicious and 
Jonathan, in scattered locations 
Bud losses in peaches range up­ 
wards of 80 to 90 per cent in the 
Redhaven variety, with nearly com­ 
plete losses in many other varieties, 
Stang says. 
Where orchards are 
ideally located, reported bud losses 
range from 60 to 70 per cent, with 
sufficient num bers of live buds 
remaining, at this time, for a light to 
moderate crop load. 
There was some damage to fruit 
crops along lake Erie and moderate 
damage to peaches and apples in 
northeastern Ohio, Stang says. Har­ 
dest hit were peaches, with up to 70 per 
cent bud losses in some varieties. 
However, up to April 15, adequate live 
blossoms were present for a full crop 
of apples in northw estern, nor- 
thcentral and northeastern areas, he 
says. 
Fruit crop development as of April 
15 was generally 2 to 24 weeks ahead 
of normal. This has caused the early 
losses and Is increasing the chances of 
more losses from spring frosts and 
freezes 
Where winter mulch was removed 
from strawberry beds because of early 
growth and where overhead sprinkling 
was not used as a protective measure, 
extensive dam age is evident in 
developing primary and secondary 
buds of strawberry crops throughout 
most of the central and southern areas 
of Ohio. 
Some damage to developing buds on 
grapes in southwestern Ohio has been 
reported, although losses at this time 
are not expected to seriously reduce 
yield potentials. 
Northern Ohio fruits are still in 
danger Present early development in 
all fruit crops in the northern areas 
places them in the hazardous position 
of frost and freeze injury through mid 
to late May. 
Stang says these early esUmates of 
injury are preliminary and that final 
crop estimates by growers cannot be 
made until later.

Weeds, unless properly controlled, 
can strangle both your crops and your 
profits in 1976 Controlling those weeds 
in your com and soybean fields will 
require herbicides, especially post­ 
em ergence 
herbicides, 
suggests 
Edw ard 
Stroube, 
F.xtension 
Agronom ist at The 
Ohio 
State 
University. 
Stroube points out that there are 
three main types of herbicide treat­ 
m ents; 
pre-plant, applied 
after 
.seedbed preparation and prior to 
planting; pre-em ergence, applied 
after the crop is planted but before the 
crop and weeds appear above the 
ground, and post-emergence, applied 
after the crop has emerged 
Which type of treatment is most 
effective? Tile answer depends on the 
weed and crop situation, says Stroube 
He .suggests using a pre-plant or pre­ 
emergence treatment to control the 
weeds before they em erge. This 
eliminates all competition with the 
crop 
"Unfortunately, we cannot control 
all weed species with a pre-plant or 
pre-emergence treatment or under 
less than ideal conditions, some weeds 
may escape control." 
"So if the crop and weeds are 
already up, then there are only a 
couple of methods of attack," con­ 
tinues the agronomist 
"One is by 
cultivation. On sparce weed in­ 
festations, this may be adequate; 
however, if there is a heavy in­ 
festation, there will likely be many 
weeds right in the crop rows that will 
escape control by cultivation " 
Weeds often not controlled by pre- 
emergence treatment include most of 
the perennial species such as Canada 
thistle, many of the viney weeds, 
climbing milkweed, bindweed, wild 
cucum ber, and in recent years, 
Jerusalem artichoke. A few others 
such as jimsonweed, velvetieaf, and 
cocklebur, are problems in soybeans 
For post-emergence treatment in 
com, 2,4-D is an old material that Is 
still useful to control most broadleaf 
weeds Banvel is quite similar in ac­ 
tion to 2,4-D but will do a little better 
job on some of the tough weeds like 
Canada thistle, the vines and smart- 
weeds. In many cases, a combination 
of 2.4-D and Banvel is effective. The 
best time to use the si* is after the com 
is 12 to 14 inches tall. Use drop-nozzles 
to keep as much spray as possible oft 
the com. Use the rates specified on the 
label of the material 
Several materials are available for 
use post-emergence on soybeans, says 
Stroube A relatively new material, 
Rasagran, does an excellent job on 
most broadleaf weeds and on nutsedge 
or nutgrass. Timing of applications is 
more critical than with 2,4-D on com 
The Basagran should be used when the 
weeds are 2 to 4 inches tall. Cocklebur 
can be up to 6 to 8 inches tall. 
Dyanap is another material for use 


on soybean post-emergence, especially 
for cocklebur* (Xher broadleaf weeds 
will be controlled if they are 2 to 3 
inches tall. There is a possibility of 
getting some bum with Dyanap, warns 
Stroube The beans must have two or 
three trifoliate leaves to avoid 
damage When Dyanap is applied prior 
to that stage of bean development, the 
beans may have serious injury. 
This and additional information is in 
the 1976-77 Ohio Agronomy Guide, 
Extension Bulletin 472, which is 
available at county offices of the

Do you help your child "organize" 
his activities’’ A study was done of 
preschoolers to see why some seemed 
to be learning better and able to react 
better One thing that came out was 
that the verbal interaction between the 
mother and child made the greatest 
impact upon the child’s response to 
learning These mothers were called 
"organizers " 
Some of these mothers were ex­ 
trem ely busy at home, but still were 
commenting and talking to the child as 
they went about chores Such com ­ 
ments as ' Why don’t you try this?" or 
"W hat would happen if you tried it 
another w ay?" were observed 
The 
number of books and time spent with 
the 
child 
did 
not 
relate 
to 
the 
preschoolers who were receptive to 
learning It was the exchange of ideas 
and 1 Thinking together” of mother and 
child that em erged as the clue in this 
study 1 Burt and W hite). 
As a teacher, I might speculate that 
in a classroom situation, this is exactly 
how the teacher often tries to guide the 
child into doing his own thinking. A 
child "used to" mother doing it for him 
could feel stunned at a teacher with 20 
or more other children also needing 
attention. The child who has had a lot 
of suggestions and independent study 
at home would, it seems to me, fit 
more easily into our present education 
system . Many studies are being done 
to find out why children are motivated 
to learn, or not learn.

I recommend a 
liquid form added in the washing

T here have been news sto ries 
recently about cured bacon containing 
a potent cancer-form ing agent. The 
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chemical is nitrate which breaks down 
to nitrite in the meat curing process 


It should be pointed out that fast- 
curing methods are used now and 
nitrates are no longer needed, except 
for the dry-cured meat products 


It is estunated that a 143-pound 
person would have to eat 25.000 pounds 
of cooked bacon a day to reach the 
cancer-producing levels experienced 
by rats in German research 


Remem ber, nitrate-treated bacon is 
only suspected as a cancer-forming 
agent An independent board of inquiry 
is continuing to study the 
bacon 
problem and researchers are looking 
for alternate methods of processing 
bacon.

A good deal of this money was of­ 
fered to the nonprofit .stations in the 
spirit of good citizenship by cor­ 
porations recognizing that they share 
in and must contribute to the better­ 
ment of society. 
But som e of the money undoubtedly 
was channeled for strictly com m ercial 
reasons — bcause public television has 
developed a high degree of credibility, 
and a g rea tly d esired , afflu en t- 
influential audience. 
The 
increasing 
support 
of 
cor­ 
porations is being viewed in two ways: 
In the most positive view, the sup­ 
port is encouraging because it helps 
diversify the source of contributions to 
public television, and thus reduces the 
risk that any one group, including 
governm ent, will control the medium. 
What critics fear could becom e a 
negative side of the story is that some 
corporations might tend to be in­ 
terested only rn the ability of the 
m edium to develop sales, and thus 
gradually and subtly begin to influence 
programming 
F rank K ittle, P ublic B roadcast 
Service vice president for develop­ 
m ent, doesn't think this will happen 
"They give us th** money and they 
have no control over the program," he 
said "The projects always originate 
with us."

As Ford cam paigned, his aides said 
they expected a close race against 
Reagan in Indiana and that they 
planned to spend $150,000 to win the 
state's May 4 primary, 
But Ford is one of the few candidates 
still solvent after a Supreme Court 
ruling ordering Congress to restruc­ 
ture the Federal Flection Commission. 
The ruling led to a halt in the panel's 
disbursement of 
matching

candidates. 
Reagan, who has been borrowing 
funds agaiast the amount the FFC 
owes but is unable to pay his cam ­ 
paign, joined six Dem ocrats in asking 
the Supreme Court to delay its order 
that stripped the com m ission of its 
power to disburse the funds 
Ford has received the m ast private 
donations and has th** largest amount 
of money coming from the FFC , but he 
did not join in the court action. In his 
last financial statem ent to the FFC, 
Ford showed he was the wealthiest of 
the candidates in political funds.

An ingenious blood filter is being 
tried in experim ental anim als at the 
Beth Israel Hospital in Boston 
Dr Morris Simon and his co-workers 
are now able to introduce a tiny rod 
into the large vein that brings blood 
flack to the lungs This Is m ade of a 
m etal alloy that was developed for 
space flights. 


This thin wire rod, when injected 
into the large vein, springs into the 
shape of an umbrella and acts as a 
filter to catch "traveling" pieces of

C1JKVFIAND (AP) - Talks in the 
four-day old strike of United Rubber 
Workers are in recess for the weekend, 
but union leaders are busy on plans for 
an international boycott against the 
Firestone Tire St Rubber Co. 
Negotiations Friday "made some 
progress’’ on peripheral issues on a 
new three-year master contract, 
federal mediator Gayle Weinnter said, 
adding that, “a lot of issues, complex 
issues, remain to be dealt with." 
The 
URW 
leadership

centrating its talks with Firestone in 
hopes that it was most likely to 
produce a pact that would be followed 
by the other tiremakers who are being 
struck by about 60,000 workers. The 
other companies are Goodyear Tire & 
Rubber Co., B F. Goodrich Co. and 
Uniroyal Inc. 
UKW and AFI/-CIO officials will be 
busy this weekend in Toronto, Ont., 
and seven U.S. cities in the first step 
for setting up a boycott of Firestone 
products. 
Also, UKW lYesident Peter Bom- 
marito will be in Geneva, Switzerland 
Monday when he will meet 
with 
leaders of the International Federation 
of Chemical and Cieneral Workers 
which has pledged strike support The 
international group claims six million 
members. 
More international support came 
from the president of the Japanese 
Bubber Workers who has pledged an 
"unlim ited strike’’ on 
Monday. 
Firestone has a plant in Osaka 
Before leaving the Friday ne­ 
gotiations, Rommanto agreed with the

NKW YORK (AP) — Consumers 
soon may be paying 92 and more for a 
pound of coffee as a result of new in­ 
creases at the wholesale level. The 
boost results from expectations of a 
coffee shortage caused by last sum­ 
mer’s frost in Brazil 
I-es Hurt of the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture said wholesale prices for 
coffee are now running at 92 09 for a 
one-pound can. Retail prices, he said, 
"are changing so fast that it’s hard to 
keep up with them." 
But Hurt noted that the "retail 
(price) very often runs below the 
wholesale level” because stores use 
coffee as a "loss leader” to entice 
customers. The difference is usually 
only a few cents 
Does that mean coffee for 92 and up 
at retain "Yes," said Hurt, adding 
that it takes a couple of months for the 
wholesale price to be reflected on su­ 
permarket shelves. 
The country’s two largest coffee 
marketers - General Foods Corp. and 
Folger Coffee Co., a division of Procter 
& Gamble Co. — both announced in­ 
creases at the wholesale level this 
week General Foods said the price of 
green coffee beans has more than 
doubled since last July and that 
commodity costs represent 80 per cent

I Tices for raw coffee beans have 
been rising steadily since last July 
when a severe frost struck Brazil, the 
world's biggest coffee producer 


The frost struck the crop that will be 
harvested this year, and people started 
buying coffee in expectation of a 
shortage 
The current high prices, 
Hurt said, are "in anticipation of tight 
supplies." 
Hurt, who just returned from a trip 
to Brazil, said the South American 
country produced 23 million bags of 
coffee in the 1975-76 crop year. The 
1976-77 production had been expected 
to be about 28 million bags Instead, 
Hurt said, estimated production is 94 
or IO million bags 


Civil war in Angola, which produces 
lower grade beans used in items such 
as instant coffee, and an earthquake in 
Guatemala, also have cut 
into 
worldwide coffee production, but the 
loss from these countries was less 
severe.
